The senate agriculture co mmit­ 
tee called fo r mo re details o n 
facto rs dislo cating m eat distribu­ 
tio n, while OPA and the agricul­ 
ture department mo ved to resto re 
o ther wartime co ntro ls o n slaugh­ 
tering with the aim o f spreading 
available supplies mo re evenly. 
A po tential bread pro blem had 
members o f the senate small busi­ 
ness co mmittee seeking ways o f 
m eeting famine relief quo tas fo r 
o verseas witho ut impairing the na­ 
tio n’s flo ur supplies. 
Baking in­ 
dustry spo kesmen to ld the co m­ 
m ittee that if these supplies fall 
25 percent belo w last year go vern­ 
ment bread ratio ning o r black 
markets in the fo o d are pro bable. 
The mo ve fo r butter pro ductio n 
was bracketed with OPA actio n to 
keep co nsumers bills at their pres­ 
ent levels fo r ihilk, butter, cheese 
and o ther dairy pro ducts. 
A pro ­ 
gram o f large subsidies fo r dairy 
larm ers was anno unced yesterday 
to co mpensate fo r higher feed and 
labo r co sts. 
On butter, the OPA aimed at 
o verco ming a situatio n which had 
made it mo re pro fitable to use 
butteriat fo r ice cream and o ther 
pro ducts than fo r butter.

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WHY NOT FOR WARREN? 
North Warren citizens hav e formed an authority for 
the formation of a water sy stem in that suburb and 
hav e set a fine ex ample to the citizens of Warren for 
“ doing” . 
An authority could be set up in Warren and the 
water plant here taken ov er. 
The cost would not be 
prohibitiv e and tax es would not be increased nor the 
charge for water. The purchase would be made by is­ 
suance of bonds by the authority pay able from receipts 
of the plant ov er a term of y ears. 
Many y ears ago T. O. Hazen, a public spirited citizen 
had a plan to purchase the water plant at a time when 
the company had no source of pure water but he was 
not supported by the citizenry . Under the new acts of 
the legislature by which authorities can be set up the 
problem is a simple one and Warren would acquire an 
asset. 
J amestown owns its water plant which has been a 
fine inv estment for the city . 
Ford City owns its own 
water plant a rev enue producer for the municipality as 
is the electric lighting plant there which is also city 
owned. 
Warren is apparently lagging behind and there 
should be some far-sighted councilmen who should take 
leadership in getting an authority formed here for the 
purchase of the water plant. 


THE DIE-HARD 
Whenev er he pops up in the news, which is frequent­ 
ly , J ames C. Petrillo has a way of inv iting comment. The 
inv itation is hard to resist, for the boss of America's 
organized musicians is a colorful and intriguing person­ 
ality , whatev er other opinion one may hav e of him. 
Perhaps Mr. Petrillo’s most fascinating characteristic 
is his die-hard opposition to the Industrial Rev olution. 
The rest of the world gav e in long ago, but Mr. Petrillo 
fights on. So far he has done pretty well in defiance of 
such authority as has been put in his way . 
But we 
doubt that he can win in the long run for reasons that 
must be as clear to him as to any one else. 
Mr. Petrillo obv iously feels that any one who joins his 
union is entitled to a job. That is a praiseworthy senti­ 
ment, but y ou just can’t run the art of music today on a 
piecework basis. Music is a highly competitiv e profes­ 
sion. The buy ing public is discriminating. It wants the 
best it can get for its money , which means a brisk de­ 
mand for the best soloists and orchestras and few bid­ 
ders for the inferior performers. 
Formerly Mr. Petrillo tried to force all sorts of mu­ 
sicians, good and bad, upon the public. 
But now he is 
asking larger studio orchestras in the mov ie industry , 
with a $200-a-week scale for 10 hours’ work, because, 
as one of his union officials put it, the 2000 or so musi­ 
cians in Holly w ood studios hav e “ displaced 100,000 musi­ 
cians throughout the world.’' 
That is sad, but it is inev itable. And Mr. Petrillo’s 
efforts to get a 100 per cent pay increase for the 2000 
who hav e displaced the 100,000 won’t remedy the situ­ 
ation.

No . 12: Th e Inv isible Nav igato r

(1) One form of radar that was im­ 
portant in World War II is known as 
‘'loran.” 
It is ex pected to hav e an 
equally v ital role in insuring safety in 
the air and at sea during peacetime. 
It will make automatic nav igation of 
planes and ships possible. 
To guide 
these craft to their destinations, it will 
be necessary only to set the loran in- 


struments on the pilots* panels. Short­ 
wav e radio beams from four transmit­ 
ting stations on land, many miles apart, 
will do the job of nav igation. 
(2) The operation of loran may be 
v isualized by a simple analogy . Sup­ 
pose there are four runners starting 
from four known locations. Each runs 
at the same speed and each carries a 
stop watch. As each arriv es at a giv en 
point he stops his watch. The time 
shown on the watches is the time re­ 
quired for each runner to arriv e at his 
destination. 
By the speed and th e 
elapsed time, the distance of each runner 


from his starting point Is determined. 
From this the location of the meeting 
point is easily calculated. 
(3) Operating a loran receiv er, the 
nav igator on a ship or plane receiv es 
signals from four stations. The signals 
trav el all at the same speed, 18 6 ,000 
miles a second. The nav igator knows 
the ex act location of each station. He 
knows the amount of time that has 
elapsed between the instant the signal 
was sent and the instant it was re­ 
ceiv ed. From the elapsed time he may 
calculate his position. But the auto­ 
matic robot nav igator may also do the 


calculating, and automatically keep tiie 
ship on a predetermined course. 
(4) Such dev ices as radar, which 
helped fly ers in World War n to ficd 
their way on bombing missions ov er 
Toky o or Berlin, may control the entire 
air traffic ov er the United States. Estab­ 
lishment of a network of 200- loran sta­ 
tions throughout the United States will 
enable airway s traffic controllers any 
place in the country to see ev ery plane 
in their giv en areas in its ex act position 
at all times.
